the answer of the'N. 0. &Si L. Rail- 
way has just been filed with the In- 
terst.ite Commerce Commission in 
Washington by the attorneys of the 
I'oiid. At the same time the answer 
of the L. le N. railroad was filed with 
the commission. 

The petition tiled with the c-om- 
niission some time a^o by Senator 
Lea attacked the legality of the issu- 
ance of (Misses in Tennessee by the 
1.. & N. and the N. C. .St. I.. R;mI- 
way, and charged that such issuance 
of passes was for the purix)se of cor- 
ruption and bribery, and also that it 
was directe<l ajjiiinst the L. k N. and 
N. C. & St. 1.. roads operating in 
Tennessee which nre'and liave been 
issuing intrastate passes, and that if 
Senator Lea is siiieere in his petition 
he should not have mentioned only 
two roads and omitted the others. 

The answer of the roads also refers 
to the recent Senatori.il primary and 
the attempt of the petitioner ^to make 
a railroad issue in that campaign; of 
his utter failure to make such an is- 
sue, and of his repudiation by the 
polls.

The explanation of the wide differ-

The yellow coloring matter of milk 
was foaad to be identical with a yel- 
low coloring matter that is widely dis- 
tributed In plants and fresh grass. 
This coloring matter Is called carotin. 
It takes its name from the carrot, 
where It is very abundant, and where 
It was flrst discovered by aclentlsta 
more than one hundred yeara ago.

Feeding Value Is Practically Same at 
That of akim Milk— Seme Danger 
of Tuberculeaia. 

Calves can l>e awseessfnily raised 
with hottermilk instead ot skim milk, 
says one farmer. The feeding value 
of buttermilk Is practically the same 
as tliat of skim milk. There is some 
risk of contracting contagious diseases 
such as tuberculosis In feeding fac- 
tory buttermilk, unless the buttermilk 
is from pastenrlsed cream. For this 
reason akin mUk la more desirable. 
Bottermllk Should alwaya be ted aa 
fresh as possible se tliat the degree of 
acidity is tke saaie. 

Battermllk may be substituted tor 
akIm milk when the calf Is three 
weeks old. The substitution should 
occupy a period of a week or ten 
ilavK. BO that the calf Is at least a 
month u1(l by tbe time the diet con- 
sists wholly of buttermilk. 

Other feeds should be used with 
buttermilk just the same as with 
skim milk. iCqual parts of ground com 
aad either oaU or bran with alfalfa 
or clover hay haa given the best re- 
sults. Calves will naually begin tp 
nibble a little clover hay whi n two 
weeks old. They SUIT be ta . i 
eat Krain nt the same time by 
a little In the bottom of the milk 
burl:, t after feeding.
